Miss Giannette died as a re- 
sult of internal injuries following 
an accident at Highland St, and 
Hellman Ave., which also took 
the lives of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
D. Harris of Arcadia. 

Driver of the car in which Miss 
Giannette was riding, Joe Leon, 
16, 1461 Chaffee St., Upland, suf- 
fered major injuries, as did three 
other passengers: Marie Ochs, 
15, 344 S. First Ave., Charlie 
Jiminez, 22, 780 Portillo St., and 
Rubin Ramirez, 16, 742 San Ysid- 
TO St. 

The Leon machine, Meaded 
north on Hellman, and the Harris 
auto, eastbound on Highland, col- 
lided in the middle of the inter- 
section, the Leon car winding up 
wrapped around a telephone pole. 

Miss Giannette, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Giannette, 
409 W. Ninth St., was born in 
Lincoln, Mich., Dec. 24, 1939 and 
resided in Upland 13 years. She 
is also survived by a brother, 
Frank M. Giannette. 

Both the deceased and Miss 
Ochs attended Upland High school 
last year. 

Blame for the fatal accident 
was placed by an inquest jury on 
Joe Leon, driver of the automo- 
bile in which Miss Giannette was 
a passenger. 

Edward P. Doyle, chief deputy 
coroner, conducted the inquest in 
the Stone funeral home Tuesday 
afternoon. ‘‘Negligence on the 
part of the northbound driver,” 
was the verdict of the jury.

On City And School Budgets

This is budget time here, for the city and for the school dis- 


j ‘tricts. These are local budgets, over which local people have 


control. We should excercise the opportunity that is our? in 
analyzing the proposed costs — and seek to remove from the 
budgets all items we think might be trimmed. 


Frankly, there is very little any individual might do in 
getting the federal or state budgets changed. Local control 
of local budgets is highly important. 


While members of the local governmental agencies are 
very sincere and aware of the economy needs, the fact re- 
mains that every local resident should be vitally concerned 
with what happens to local tax money. 


Save The Industrial Sites East 
Of Here For Industrial Use 


What is the best use of the land east of Cucamonga and 
Ontario? 


Many observers look upon this area as having the great- 

“8st industrial potential in Southern California. The Question 

is timely today due to a zoning problem. Some land owners 

in the area want to place hundreds of new houses adjacent 

to industrial sites, thus, using land that might otherwise be 

devoted to new industries. Usually, industries and residential 
areas are not compatible. 


The area in question extends from Archibald to Etiwan- 
da Aves. and from Arrow Hwy. to the Riverside freeway. The 
Southem California Edison Co. substation is nearby to provide 
electrical power. The Metropolitan Water district aqueduct can 
be the source of water and the freeways and the rail lines can 
handle all transportation problems. 


If this area provides all the features sought by industrial- 
ists — and that is the general conclusion — then residential 
development should be prohibited. 


Very few areas in the west end of the county are yet un- 
touched. This great expanse of many hundreds of acres lies 
available for development along the lines most beneficial to 
the. public. Timely action by county officials and all other in- 
terested persons will save the area for its best industrial use. 


Elsewhere in the area are many sites for houses. Within 
the Upland city limits, not much land is suitable for industries. 
Likewise in the foothill region of Cucamonga, major industries 
would not be suitable. In Alta Loma, residential and agricult- 
ural pursuits are more likely.

C. The word ‘‘storage,’’ as 
used in this article, includes any 
keeping or retention in the City 
for any purpose except sale in 
the regular course of business 
or subsequent use solely outside 
this City of tangible personal 
property purchased from a re- 
tailer. 

Section 2. IMPOSITION AND 
RATE OF TAX. An excise tax 
is hereby imposed on the stor- 
age, use or other consumption in 
the City of Upland of tangible 
personal property purchased 
from any retailer on or after 
the effective date of this ordin- 
ance for storage, use or other 
consumption in said City at the 
rate of one per cent (1%) of the 
sales price of the property. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing 
provisions of this section, where 
the sales price of tangible per- 
sonal property purchased for stor- 
age, use or other consumption in 
the City of Upland pursuant to 
a contract of sale actually ex- 
ecuted in good faith prior to July 
1, 1956, includes Upland City 
Sales or use tax, the rate of tax 
applied shall be that rate in ef- 
fect when the contract is execut- 
ed.
